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A Matter of Viewpoint 


Dear Editor: 

I have refrained from writing to the Cooperator because we 
felt it was unwise to get into idle controversy with people who 
have ignored and by-passed channels available to Co-op members 
having grievances or caring to make suggestions for the improve- 
ment of the Co-op. These channels are: (1) Either speak to the 
store manager or general manager or write to the management on 
forms provided; (2) If the member is not satisfied with that, ha 
can present his concern to the Board of Directors at any board 
meeting; (3) Membership meetings. 


However, there recently appeared in your paper a letter and 
columns which cast unfair reflections upon employees who have 
been doing able, conscientious, and honest jobs. We have carefully’ 
investigated the charges and insinuations so lightly handed out and 
feel that in fairness to the employees we should indicate that we 
believe, on the whole, their policies and practices have been in the 
interest of the members and the Co-op, and they should be sup- 
ported. 


We also wish to state that we believe any paper which claims, 
to be interested in building up the people in the community and 
the democratic community organizations should be aware of its 
responsibility and the power of good or evil of the printed word. 
Permitting or encouraging people who have personal “axes to 
grind” to use the Cooperator as a soapbox—particularly when those 
people have channels in the Co-op, developed over a period of years, 
for making suggestions or complaints—does not help build a 
healthy community. Even worse is the misquoting or twisting 
the intent in your news stories of people who are giving their time! 
freely to work for the welfare of the community. Repeated mis- 
representation will make people hesitate to serve the community 
in positions where they may be vicitims of such distortion. 


I am afraid. you will not give me the space to deal adequately 
with the statements and insinuations in the recent letter and col- 
umns. We shali take them up in detail at the board meeting Fri- 
day night, May 11, and interested members are invited to attend. 
However, for the benefit of the employees concerned, I must insist; 
on your reporting the following— 


The charge was made in your paper that the pharmacy was 
“=suging”’ people in Greenbelt and that our prices were 20% to 
30% out of line. 


As a matter of fact our prices are in line with the large drug’ 
chain in the area. Of course there are many thousands of items 
in a drug store and there are undoubtedly discrepancies from store 
to store. We would not be enjoying a larger and larger prescrip- 
tion business, much of it from outside Greenbelt, if our prices were 
20% to 30% higher. , 


Last week a letter mentioned the Co-op pharmacy charge of 
95c for 12 sulfa tablets (sulfa-diazene) as being an example of 
gouging. I checked with 2 stores of the drug chain which is doing 
the most business in the area. They are getting $1.00 and $1.05 


for the same thing. The letter also went into detail about the cost 


of sulfanilamides. This type of sulfa is the most toxic and has been 
replaced with improved derivatives. We seldom fill prescriptions 
for sulfanilimide, but when we do our price is 50c for 12. 


Also, last week a feature column of your paper made a number 
of statements about the garage. The general tone was that if the 
writer’s suggestions were followed the garage would stop “skim- 
ming the cream” from the community and would begin to operate 
for the benefit of the members. The writer poses as an expert bug 
his statements show a lack of knowledge of the garage business. 
Most of what he calls facts reflect impressions or personal griev- 
ances, but are not facts. 


I have been especially proud of the way our garage and serv- 
ice station men have built up the business through satisfied cus- 
tomers. They deserve public praise rather than criticism. 

There are good reasons why we believe it is cheaper for cus- 
tomers if we do not try to rebuild generators or starters for ex- 
ample. It is not fair to imply that the GI trainees are not able to 
do good work. One man is just completing two years of work wth 
us and is better than many full-fledged mechanics. The other 
trainee had 18 months training in mechanics before he came with 
us and is also doing a good job. The other points of hours, parts, 
inventories, space, pricing, etc. will be taken up at the board meet- 
ing Friday. 


The above does not mean that we feel that everything is per- 
fect. We do want complaints and constructive criticism. How- 
ever, if the only community paper reverberates repeatedly with 
personal grievances, real or imagined, which could better be han- 
dled through the regular channels of the organization, the friendly 
working relationship between employees and members will be de- 
stroyed. 


Democratic organizations like cooperatives are made up of 
people—employees and members. Much of the strength of the or- 
ganization comes from a sense of teamwork. Every unresponsible: 
charge publicly made against members or employees tends to de- 
stroy the individuals zest to continue working for a better com- 
munity. There are enough problems connected with every respon- 
sible job without adding the laceration which needless public 
destruction of reputation brings.

Joins Air Force 


Walter A. Simon, community 
manager of Greenbelt for the past 
eighteen months, will assume his 
new duties in Air Intelligence aft- 
er May 15. 

In a final interview with the Coa- 
Gperator, Simon remarked that he 
had “enjoyed working in this com- 
munity, whose appearance makes 
it one of the most attractive of 
housing projects.” Although he 
stated that his achievements were 
probably more subtle than appar- 
ent, he admitted to a goal of higher 
standards for Greenbelt’s physical 
environment. Without any “radi- 
cal departure from past activities” 
he has concentrated, on “improv- 
ing general maintenance as well 
as appearance.” 

The biggest problem facing a 
manager, Simon said, is the han- 
Gling of a multitude of smal prob- 
lems which do not seem inter-re- 
lated. The manager must also be 
willing to face the “unpleasant- 
ness” which frequently accompa- 
nies the enforcement of rules. 

Despite minor vandalism, such 
as broken windows and general 
wreckage in the apartment boiler 
rooms and carelessness around 
shrubbery, wnich is almost impos- 
sible to eliminate, “the people of 
Greenbelt have heen really coopera- 
tive.” What Simon would like to 
leave with us is a pride in our 
community which will inspire “par- 
ents to teach respect for the trees 
and flowers and other beauties to 
their children.” 

Simon brought to light the unique 
position of the comraunity mana- 
ger who, unlike the “normal iand- 
lord”, is responsible simultaneous- 
ly to the tenants and the cwners, 
in this case PHA, “which has a view 
of housing not entirely similar to 
the normal owner’s view.” 

Our outgoing manager has a 
great deal of confidence in his suc-

PHARMACY 


To the Editor: 

I’m glad the doctor, doctor of 
what, the editor does not say, has 
written his “knock” of the co-op 
pharmacy. It gives me the oppor- 
tunity to supply the “boost”. 

As a registered pharmacist, I feel 
very qualified in citing the drug 
store manager’s viewpoint. Grant- 
ed the prescription in question for 
a sulfa drug ‘the doctor did not 
supply the derivative’s name), was 
filled for less elsewhere, how much 
less could it have been when the 
entire cost of this prescription was 
$.95? How can our doctor judge 
the prices charged on prescriptions 
by comparing only one price? 

For the sake of discussion, I’d 
like to inform the doctor that to 
handle his prescription there was 
the services of a drug clerk and 
pharmacist involved. There was 
3, package in which the sulfa was 
dispensed. Drugs of the newer 
sulfa derivatives are by no means 
a fraction of a cent a tablet. 

At this time I’d like to say that 
I was once employed as a pharma- 


cist for G.C.S. and I know the poli- © 


cies under which I operated still 
eist. For example, there is no 
charge for relabeling of proprieta- 
ries in accordance with the physi- 
cian’s directions. All drugs are sold 
at Minimum Fair Trade prices. I 
say this policy exists since I wit- 
nessed this prescription pricing 
procedure in effect while in the 
co-op pharmacy last week. 

i personally recommend our 
pharmacy, to all because I know 
our pharmacists are ethical, hon- 
est and dependable.

PHARMACY 


To The Editor: 


I would like to reply to the 
anonymous so called doctor (doc- 
tor of what? surely not of medicine 
or pharmacy) who complains of 
either “gross mismanagement or 
abysmal vrofiteering” at the hands 
of the Greenbelt pharmacist. 


As Iam a registered pharmacist, 
I believe I am qualified to com- 
ment on the unwarranted insinua- 
tions made by the complainant in 
purchasing one particular prescrip- 
tion. 


In the first place the “doctor” 
states that he happens “to know” 
that the wholesale price of “sulfa- 
nilamides” (sic) is less than one 
cent per tablet. As a matter of 
fact, sulfonamide tablets cost from 
two to almost three cents per tab- 
let. In addition the prescription 
charge must include the container, 
label, overhead, salary and the fact 
that an original container of 100 
tablets is broken to dispense small 
quantities—the remainder stays in 
the bottle and in many cases this 
balance may never be dispensed. 


If the. complainant actually pur- 
chased the identical medicine in 
the identical quantity at another 
store for less, it was probably for 
but a few cents less and most likely 
in order to gain a new customer. 


Perhaps also the “doctor” receiv- 
ed a “professional discount” from 
the other pharmacy, but not from 
the Greenbelt Pharmacy 


From my knowledge of the pric- 
ing policies used in the Greenbelt 
Pharmacy, I can say that the prices 
charged for prescriptions are fair 
and reasonable under all circum- 
stances.

WAGE POLICY OF GCS - 60 to 65 
cents An Hour For Some 


About six weeks ago I discussed 
what tne price policy of a Co-op 
should be. I said that a Co-op 
might not be able to meet com- 
petitor's yrices because it chose 
to pay higher wages than its com- 
petitors since Co-ops’ usually 
think of themselves as decent em- 
ployers. Several weeks after, an 
employee of GCS complained about 
this statement. He said that peo- 
ple might take it to mean that GCS 
has to charge high prices because 
they pay ‘high wages” to their em- 
ployees. I answered that I was 


discussing Co-ops in general rath-. 


er than GCS. As a matter of fact 
this statement wouldn't explain 
anything about GCS. 

According to GCS management, 
CCS follows a policy of paying the

FIFTY CENTS 
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wages that it thinks competitors 
pay. For instance, the Super Mar- 
ket employees get the same pay as 
provided for in Safeway contracts. 
The Variety Store employees and 
Tobacco Shop, employees are start- 
ed at wages comparable to Wool- 
worth’s, namely 60 cents an hour. 
With . increased service the rate 
rises to 65 cents. Variety Store em- 
ployees zet a small commission 
that amounts to 3 to 4 dollars a 
week. In effect, employees in the 
Variety Store and obacco Shop get 
paid about half of what Super 
Market employees zet. 

GCS SICK LEAVE AND 
VACATION POLICY 

Sick leave policy for GCS full 
iime employees is as follows: There 
is no leave until after three months 
of empioyment, after which leave 
accrues at the rate of one day a 
month figured from the beginning 
cate of employment. An employee 
may accumulate up to 30 days 
leave. 

Vacations amount to two weeks 
a year, none accumulating until 
after three months of employment. 
At the end of the fifth year there is 
a bonus of an extra week’s vaca- 
tion for that year. There are no 
sick 
part time employees. 

OTHER BENEFTTS 

GCS pays 70% of the cost of cer- 
tain benefits for full time em- 
ployees and 50% of the cost for 
part time employees. The benefits 
are a health plan similar to that 
formefly oftered by Greenbelt 
Health Association, group hospital- 
ization, sick penefit and group life 
insurance Supplementing this of 
course is the coverage of Work- 
men’s Compensation. 

HOW DO GREENBELTERS 
FEEL ABOUT LOW WAGES 

I wonder how GCS members feel 
about such lew wages for some em- 
ployees of GCS. Next week I shall 
give you my opinion in this mat- 
ter.
